Every­ 
one spoke plainly. 
^iThere was no 
evasion or equivocation. 
The state 
had been lost, they all declared. 
“ What will be the result of the 
passing of Fiiley?’’ Secretary (Irif- 
fen of the state central committee 
was asked. 
“ It means that we have lost the 
state,'*' he unhesitatingly replied. 
“ I would not accept a place on the 
state ticket for anything. 
It would 
mean certain defeat. 
Why, 
1 would 
not be surprised to see three tickets 
in the field. 
Our people will not 
be dictated to by the foreign ele­ 
ment that seems to control our poli­ 
tics. 
Today has undone us. 
The 
state is lost." 
In his remarks Secretary Griffen 
m 
was seconded by nearly every mem­ 
ber of the Merchants' League club 
present at the headquarters. Every­ 
one declared it 
would 
be 
but a 
matter of majority. 
Superintendent Oberbeck, of the 
poor house, said: “ If I were Ellley 
I'd resign the chairmanship of the

that triumphed today to 
run the state. It couldn't carry one 
county. 
I'd be emphatic about it, 
if I were him.

The A. P. A. will 
labor hard in his behalf.
